Winegard Powertron and 
Channelmaster Super T-1. 


I finally found myself some spare time. Kor the past ‘several months I have 
managed to hold down a job, get in a little tv and fm dxing. I-have acquirod 
the Fli tuner mentioned above. Before I go any farther I would like to say one 
thing. WOW! I had read the various adventieing slains. of Fishhrend H.H. Scott. 
I truthfully feel that. this: tuner is it. ’ 


General appearance: | The tuner hes a dark brown and* brushed stainless stecl 
face. The knobs are machined stainless stell also. Controls are as follows, 
power, loudness, AFC, Interchznnel muting, tuning and local/fringe control. 
The dial panel is well lite os.arg the center of channel balance meter and the 
signal strenth Tho act itscolf consists of four IF stazes, and two stazes of 
liniting. The front-cnd utilizes a nuvistor, 60w4, “an: extremely low-noise miniature 
tube. The first IF is a low noise tube also, ECC85; As with most precision electroni 
instruments, premium quality tubes wore supplied, Amperex, Telefunken and RCi. 
The powcr supply is extremely well requlatod, the potted power transformer surgests 
this. Variations betwecn 100 and. 125 volts make absolutely no difference in the 
units sensitivity, selectivity or dial location of stations-drift. From 2.cold 
start the tunor will drift no more than 2 kilocycles. The bancwidth is approxinatcly 
260 kilocycles, ith this tuner at my location daily reception of station over 
a 200-300 mile path is possible. This is very cood considcring the paths are over “ 
rugeed mountaim ranges. The rated sensitivity is .65 microvolt for 20 dbs quietinz. 
The rated EHFM sensitivity is 2 microtolts, This sinply means any signal with a 
strength of 2 microvoLss or nore will provide a usuabbe sicnal.e Wo chance is volune 
is noticed even if a Signal should vary fro: 3 wicovolts to as high as you would 
care to go. This rids one of annoying fading. 
Final cormtents This tuner combined with a iinegard Powertron which I hope to acqnire 
in the Future, will make an unbcatable combination for extreme long distance FX 
reception, consistent reception at that! 


Winegard Powertron: ‘The model tested was the bir odel which retails for slightly 
over 3900.00, but is available throvgh mail-order houses for about 365.00. The 
location where the antenna was tested was at a local tv shop. The antenna was in- 
stalled about 12 feet above the ground, surrounded by large homes, trees, power 
lines, and about 100 feet from a heavily travcled highway. On the lowband not 

too much difference could be noticed in the picture quality over eight element 

cut to channcl yagsis, but the story was different on the hich band. -Consistent 
signals were pulled in from KZEI,9, Eugene, Oregon, 150 air miles, KVIP,7, Redding, 
California; Kaw, S, Portland, 235 miles; as I said over very rovgh signal paths. 

The antenna itself seemed to be extremely directive, m:ch more so than the CLAx 

and the Super-TW. That wes the extent of the test. From :y viewpoint this antenna 
can not be topped by anything on the comercial market and is not likely to in the 
near future. Congratulations to Winegard for producing a true aa ne antennas 
Channelmaster Super T-¥: This antenna was tested the sane time a& the Powertron 

was tested. This antenna appeared to do well perhaps slightly better than the 

old model. The only difference in appearance is the addition 68 two rod reflectors 
and two rod directors. The antenna seemed to have directivity comparable to the 
Powertron, however the Powertron was noticeably more sensitive, J sould say if a 
DXer is not able to get a hold of a Bovertron this would be the second choice. 
Frice-about #50.00 through a nailorder house. 


I hope that the above reports, limitod as they were to actual technical specs were 
helpful, may guide you in-the right eareqy tone in the choosing of DX equipment.
